ON NEGRO JURY SERVICE 


Four-year-old murder 
may get new trial by 


constitutional

The Supreme Court today reversed the conviction 
of a negro from the murder of a white woman 


in New Orleans because negroes were deli-5 


berately excluded from the Grand Jury. . 


The decision may lead to 2 
new trial for Freddle Eubanks. 
He had. been “condemned to 
death for the murder four years 
ago of Mrs Mabel Clarkson. 


Eubuhks argued that total 
exclusion of negrocs from Grand 
Jury service in Orleans Parish 
was a violation of his consttu- 
tional rights. 


UNANIMOUS . 


The High Court — stayed 
Eubanks’ execution last June 
until his appeal could be heard.

BEST PLACE 


The Turiish Directorate of 
Highways had asked Dr Stcin- 
man for a report as to the best 
place to build the bridge. The 
site he chose is between Ortakoy 
on the European shore and 
Beylerbey] on the Asian side. 


A French firm, the Compagnie 
Francnise D'enterprises, Baudin- 
Chateauncuf, signed a first draft 
of an ugreement with the Turk- 
ish Government’ for the con- 
struction of the bridge last year, 
According to this, the bridge 
was to be fnished in three 
years, ot a cost of 84,000,000 
Turkish dira (about £ 10,500,000). 

Sevenil German, French, 
American and Turkish firms are 
interested.

human mind cannot remain pev- 
munently in a state of shock but 
mostly because the supposed 
myst powers of the Bank 
Rate did not square with facts.

An Idea that national economy 
could be .kept on a pre- 
determined course by sublio 
shifts In the Bank Rate fell into 
distepute. Inevitably, when 2 
real crisis arose as it did last 
September, something really 
dramatic had to be donc to 
bring the seriousness of tho 
situation to the notice of the 
British public, and demonstrate 
to informed opinion abroad that 
it was under control, So the 
Bank Rate was raised a full two 
per cent to seven per cent. 

It did the trick ond probably 
suved pterling from another 
devaluation. , Since then there 
have been two further changes 
in the Bank Rate—both down- 
ward and the present rate is 
five and a holf per cent, But 
according to the offictal spokes 
man on these mattcrs, both, 
were technical moves an 
neither implied any general 
slackening of the Government's 
economic policy. ‘This is still 
geared to disinflation and all its 
other paraphemalia — freezing 
of bank udvances, vetting of 
public fssucs and so on—remains 
Intact, 

But in the meantime “mystl-

When Inflation js In full spate 
no price is too high to pay for 
borrowed money: When defla- 
tion Js rife as It was in the thir- 
ties no Interest rate Js low 
erough to induce people to 
borrow moncy and spend it, 


Admittedly these ure extrene 
examples, but the princ!ple holds 
good at any level of economic 
tctivity.. The Bank Rate may 
follow but it cannot lead, And 
this is a recognised fact that the 
British Government's — anti- 
inftaticn . policy docs not 
depend upon influence that can 
be exerted on the cost of bor- 
rowing by the Bank Rate. It has 
to be backed with all sorts of 
other measures ranging from 
Aigh taxation to instructions to 
bank managers to harden thelr

But the Bank Rates docs have 
Jts uses as we saw last Septem- 
ber.
